HARRY NEAL, Post Office em- 
ployee: “No, I don't think a half- 
holiday of this nature at all 
necessary rs whe are Iin- 
terested in civic administration 
have every opportunity to get to 
the polls to vote. The hours dure 
ing which polls are open provide 
a chance for those engaged in 
any kind of work to cast their 
votes. There are certain regula- 
tions in force which make it ‘ne- 
cessary for an employer to give 
his staff sufficient time off from 
duty. to vote, if necessary. No 
employer of labor would stand in 
the way of his employces exer- 
cising their franchise. If a half- 
holiday were observed on civic 
election day, it would result in 
many persons forfeiting their 
wages for the half-day. I am 
convinced that such a scheme 


would prove to be unsatisfactory 


and unnecessary.” 
ALD. RICE SHEPPARD: “I am of 
the opinion that such a proposal 
would result in an increased vote 


for the civic elections Many 
people, owing to the nature of 
their work, are unable to visit the 
polls. Others are unable to cast} 


their vote, o zg to the 
ties and expense of leaving work 
to vote. If a half-holiday were 
observed on civic election day it 
would give every elector plenty 
of cppeortunity to mark the bal- 
lot.” 


LLOYD McINTYRE, automotive 
trade: “I feel that the ha!f-holiday 
would result in a large and repre- 
sentative vote being polied for the 
civic election. Of course, there 
are many angles to the question 
which could be argued pro and 
con. But undoubtedly a holiday 
on the afternoon of election day 
would mean an increase in the 
number of votes cast.’

nately ten times. (b) Lie or the | 


floor, arms spread out at shoulder 
level. Swing right leg as far as 
you can over the left, keeping kn@ 
straight and trying to touch left 
hand with right toe Return to 
starting position and swing left leg 
over right leg Repeat ten times 
to each side. (c) Lie on your back 
and kick up vigorously with both 
legs, bringing knees to chest be 
tween kicks. If you are unused 
to taking exercises you must be 
careful not to overdo at first. Re- 
peat each of these movements énly 
three or four times to begin with 
and gradually increase the number 
of repetitions as your muscles be 
come stronger Walk outdoors at 
least three miles a day.
